Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

By-law 1342 





A By-law to Provide for the Widening 
and Improvement of James Street, 
a Public Highway within the Munici- 
pality of North Cowichan, and for 
Such Purpose to Expropriate Real 
Property. 

THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL of The 
Corporation of the District of North 
Cowichan, in open meeting assembled, 
enacts as follows:— 


1. For the purpose of widening and 
improving James Street, the parcel of real 
property adjacent thereto as shown out- 
lined in red on a plan prepared by Ber- 
nard White, B.C.L.S., sworn the 28th day 
of May, 1970 (a copy of which plan is 
attached hereto), is hereby expropriated, 
and The Corporation of the District of 
North Cowichan shall take possession of, 
break up, take, enter, and use such prop- 
erty for the purpose aforesaid upon this 
by-law taking effect, subject to the pro- 
visions of Division (4), Part XII, of the 
Municipal Act. 

2. The expropriation hereby made is in 
aid of widening and improving the said 
public highway, and any compensation 
and damages payable in respect thereof 
and otherwise consequent upon the pass- 
ing of the by-law shall be chargeable to 
and payable out of the general funds of 
The Corporation of the District of North 
Cowichan. 

3. Any real property injuriously affected 
by the carrying-out of the work of widen- 
ing and improving the aforementioned 
intersection and the expropriation there- 
fore, may be entered upon by the work- 
men and employees of The Corporation 
of the District of North Cowichan or by 
any contractors employed by the Corpo- 
ration to carry out the works, and they 
are hereby authorized so to enter in 
order to execute any works of construc- 
tion, maintenance, or repair in mitiga- 
tion of injury done or apprehended, or in 
mitigation of compensation claimable by 
reason of or through the carrying-out of 
the works authorized. 

4. This by-law may be cited as the 
“James Street Expropriation By-law 
1970.”

A By-law to Expropriate Certain Real 
Property within the Municipality for 
Pleasure, Recreation, and Commu- 
nity Uses of the Public. 


WHEREAS Council may by by-law 
acquire by purchase, lease, or otherwise 
accept and hold any real or personal 
property within the municipality for 
pleasure, recreation, or community uses 
of the public: 

And whereas the Council of a city, 
town, or district municipality may by by- 
law expropriate, subject to Division (4) 
of Part XII of the Municipal Act, any 
real property for any of the aforesaid 
purposes: 

And whereas The Corporation of the 
District of Burnaby is a district munici- 
pality: 

And whereas it is deemed desirable 
and in the public interest to expropriate 
the real property more particularly here- 
inafter described for pleasure, recreation, 
and community uses of the public:

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Burnaby 
mee as follows:— 

This by-law may be cited as “ Bur- 
eo Expropriation By-law No. 7, 1968.” 

2. The Council does hereby expropri- 
ate in fee-simple, take, enter upon, and 
use for pleasure, recreation, and com- 
munity uses of the public that parcel of 
real property situate, lying, and being in 
the Municipality of Burnaby, Province of 
British Columbia, and being more par- 
ticularly known and described as fol- 
lows:—
